Her hu sban d, Leo n ard Also p , 52, su ccu mbed a few ho u rs 
later at his aged mo ther’s ho me, 330 West Ten th street, o f 
bu llet wo u nds which o fficers said were self-in flicted. 
Dr. R. O. Ken n edy , co u n ty co ro n er, asserted that all ev i­ 
dence in dicated that Also p cho ked his wife to death an d 
then co mmitted su icide. 
The o fficial v erdict will be “Mu rder an d su icide,” the co r­ 
o n er said. Also p made no statemen t befo re he died. 
Two small children o f the Also p s, the eldest abo u t 2 y ears 
o ld, were in the ro o m when their mo ther’s bo dy was fo u n d 
an d were also do u btless p resen t du rin g the tragic mu rder in 
the early ho u rs o f the mo rn in g.

SUITS THAT SOLD' AS 
HIGH AS $28 .50 
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NO MORE “ TVA’S ”?? 
Recent reports from W ashington observers say 
th a t the bill to create seven more regional Fed­ 
eral hy dro-electric projects of the TVA order 
will probably not come to a vote this session. At 
the first committee hearing on the bill, only one 
spokesm an favorable to the measure — the sen­ 
ator introducing it — appeared. 
If these reports are correct, the Congress of the 
United States is to be congratulated. Few bills 
introduced in recent y ears have less economic or 
social justification, or could do more potential 
harm to industry , tax pay ers and all our citizens. 
Stripped of verbal camouflage, the bill’s real 
purpose is to advance the country a long step 
tow ard complete socialization of the electric in­ 
dustry . Private investm ents totaling more th an 
$12,000,000,000 would be imperiled. And the cost 
to the tax pay ers — both in the appropriations 
th a t would be ultim ately necessary to complete 
the projects, and in the loss in tax es th a t oc­ 
curs when governm ent goes into business and 
takes private property off the tax rolls — would 
be staggering. 
The current attack on the private utility in­ 
dustry is as unreasonable as it is vindictive. For 
a third of a century , power rates have steadily 
declined, and today the average fam ily ’s elec­ 
tric bill is less than its tobacco bill. G reat prog­ 
ress has been made in ex tending rural electri­ 
fication, and in bringing to all classes of con­ 
sum ers the blessings of low cost electricity . As 
a tax pay er, the industry is second to none — the 
recent report of a representative large utility 
shows th a t it paid $1,057 in tax es for every $720 
paid to stock and bondholders, and every $1,870 
paid in wages. 
If the bill to create seven more tax -subsidized, 
tax -built, politically operated TVA’s is really 
dead, all business will be encouraged. So will 
all investors and all thinking tax pay ers. The 
present Congress could do no greater service to 
the country than to stoutly resist all such un­ 
necessary legislative ex perim ents with the peo­ 
ple’s money and the people’s invested savings.

LIGHTED CIGARETTE — $7 0,000 GONE 
A short time ago, a careless Oregon m otorist 
tossed a lighted cigareUe from his car. An area 
of 5,000 acres, covered with good y oung timber, 
was burned. At the present average lumber price, 
th a t m eans th at $70,000 in p a y ro ll and supplies 
was lost to the state.

m an-m ade. In every lumber state, y ou can see 
thousands of ghostly acres, covered w ith only 
the blackened stum ps of once great trees — grim 
m onum ents to ignorance and carelessness. 
Every individual owes his fellow citizens an ob­ 
ligation when he goes into the woods, or drives 
through tim bered country . 
T hat obligation is 
easily discharged — but failure to do so may re­ 
sult in the loss of millions of dollars, and the 
ruin of irreplaceable natural beauties. Take the 
utm ost care with smoking m aterials — and don’t 
throw m atches and butts, even though y ou think 
they ’re out, from y our car. 
W atch campfires 
like a hawk, and when y ou leave, saturate them 
with water, then bury w ith dirt. Obey the law — 
especially the local rulings th a t are put into 
effect during fire seasons in areas where hazards 
are especially great. 
Remember th a t forests are our heritage, and 
th a t it is up to us w hether we dissipate or con­ 
serve th a t m agnificent legacy .

Washington, Aug. 2 (JP) — The 
house, despite the rush to clean 
up the administration program 
and adjourn, probably will delay 
debating 
the 
senate-approved 
wage and hour bill until next 
week. 
Its labor committee virtually 
has completed a new draft much 
broader than the senate mea­ 
sure, but wall meet again tomor­ 
row for further consideration. 
Chairman Norton (D., N. J.) 
said the bill would be reported 
to the house not later than Wed­ 
nesday. Leaders have arranged, 
however, to take up legislation 
for sugar production control on 
Thursday. 
The house draft of the labor 
standards bill would permit a 
proposed board to fix minimum 
wages as high as 70 cents an 
hour and a work week as low as 
35 hours. 
This contrasts with the limi­ 
tations of 40 cents and 40 hours 
in the bill which won senate ap­ 
proval Saturday by a vote of 56 
to 28. 
While administration leaders 
expressed confidence the house 
would pass some sort of wage 
and hour bill, there were indi­ 
cations the labor committee’s 
draft would stir controversy. 
Southern Democrats privately 
expressed opposition to allowing 
the labor standards board as 
wide latitude in fixing wage min- 
imums and hour maxim urns as 
is proposed. They expressed con­ 
cern that the bill would affect 
adversely their region’s indus­ 
trial growth. 
The committee itself was split 
on these standards, suggested by 
Representative Wood < D., Mo.), 
for 24 years president of the Mis­ 
souri Stat£ Federation of Labor. 
Chairman Norton voted for them 
to break a tie. 
While the measure was ap­ 
proved 56 to 28 by the senate, the 
real test of strength was on a 
motion by Senator Connally (D.. 
Tex.) to send it back to commit­ 
tee for further study. The mo­ 
tion was defeated 48 to 36. 
On the final vote, twTo Repub­ 
licans, Davis of Pennsylvania 
and 
Lodge 
of 
Massachusetts, 
joined 5i Democrats, the two 
Farmer-Laborites, Lundeen and 
Shipstead, and LaFollette (Prog.. 
Wis.) in voting for the measure. 
Fifteen Democrats and 13 Re­ 
publicans voted against it. 
The bill went through the sen­ 
ate with only one major change. 
This substituted the Wheeler- 
Johnson child labor bill for less 
sweeping child labor provisions. 
The Wheeler-Johnson proposal 
would forbid shipment of goods 
produced by child labor into a 
state in violation of its laws and 
also would bar such shipments 
from interstate commerce. The 
child labor age limit was fixed at 
16. except for hazardous indus­ 
tries in which it fvas made 18. 
Control of wages and hours in 
the bill is based on congress’ 


powers to regulate interstate 
commerce. It would set up a 
board of five to fix wages and 
hours within the stipulated lim­ 
its and would forbid transpor­ 
tation in interstate commerce of 
goods produced in violation of 
the board’s regulations. 
The bill provides that the la­ 
bor standards board must hold 
public hearings and consult em- 
ployer-employe committees be­ 
fore setting up standards for an 
industry. No wage and hour or­ 
der would be effective until 120 
days after passage of the act. 
An attempt by Senator Cope­ 
land < D., N. Y.) to attach the 
Wagner-Van Nuys anti-lynching 
bill as an amendment was de­ 
feated 46 to 39 .

Over the last several months, 
observers pointed out, the pro­ 
ducers have felt rising materials 
costs to greater or lesser extent 
while som£ were troubled simul­ 
taneously with labor difficulties. 
It was recalled that only last 
Tuesday Alfred P. 
Sloan, Jr., 
chairman 
of 
General 
Motors 
Corporation, had broadly hinted 
an Increase in prices. 
Price Increases of $15 to $35, 
effective Monday, on several pas­ 
senger models of the 19 37 Ford 
line were announced last night, 
with 
the 
terse 
explanation: 
“Rising costs.” The “base price” 
will remain unchanged. 
The 
increase 
excludes 
five 
types of passenger cars and all 
trucks and commercial cars. 
When reporting a 
$2,377,277 
decline in net earnings for the 
second quarter of this year com­ 
pared to 19 36, Sloan predicted a 
posible “substantial increase in 
selling prices” for General Mo­ 
tors cars because of a “decrease 
in labor efficiency” and higher 
materials costs. 
Chrysler has yet to indicate its 
position formally. 
Criticizing strikes which re­ 
duced 
production, 
Sloan 
said 
“sound and desirable progress” is 
impossible through “arbitrarily 
increasing 
wages, 
shortening 
hours, and reducing efficiency.” 
Higher

hours, he said, are “a by-product 
of technical advances.”

Hints to some surf bathers are 
never sufficient. 
In spite of pointed 
glances 
from the beach and whistling 
by lifeguards they 
persist 
in 
swimming in their own sweet 
way and cavorting in their own 
abusive manner. 
Beach bathing is a cooperative 
enterprise. Because of crowds, 
and with individual as well as 
collective comfort in mind, each 
beach has its own rules. They 
should be observed. 
Some beaches, for instance, 
don’t allow swimmers to bring 
lunch box closed—for your own 
and 
pavillions—with 
paid at­ 
tendants to collect all the debris. 
If you go to a beach where it’s 
permissible to take your 
own 
lunch, howrever, here are two 
notes. 
Alwavs remember to keep your 
lunch box closedJfor your own 
benefit. You don’t want your food 
garnished with sand. 
Put the papers and refuse in 
containers 
provided 
for 
that 
purpose or roll them up and put 
them back into your lunch box 
until you can get rid of them. 
All beach equipment belongs 
to somebody. Just because an es­ 
pecially attractive chair doesn’t 
have an occupant when you spot 
it, don’t take it for granted it will 
remain empty all afternoon. 
Confine your baseball, badmin­ 
ton and other games to your own 
territory. 
Most beaches have regulations 
about where you can put caban­ 
as, chairs and umbrellas. If you 
set them up in the lifeguard’s 
line of vision, for instance, you’ll 
only have to move them. 
Wet bathing suits and hair are 
definitely allergic to sand. If you 
must bury people it’s a good plan 
to make sure your friends don’t 
object to that particular method 
of embalming. 
Don’t swim beyond the last 
buoy of rope—or whatever limits 
the beach authorities set up. 
And last, but definitely not 
least, exercise a little considera­ 
tion when you leave your locker 
room. You don’t relish trailing 
across a pile of wet towels to the 
beach to undress or dress, do 
you? Neither does the other fel­ 
low.

Girl Enemy of Japan 
Seeks Backer in U. S. 


By the Associated Press 
New York—Loh Tsei, inciter of 
riots, leader of strikes, speech- 
maker ertraordinary, has never 
been in the United States before. 
But she’s now tearing across 
the country on a speaking tour 
that includes the major cities. 
Speaking in English, too. She 
says everyone learns to speak 
English in China. 
She’s 23. She calls that “old.” 
But the most remarkable thing 
about her is that she cherishes 
a hatred more terrifying than a 
battery of machine guns against 
the Japanese who are “invading” 
China. 
For Miss Tsei is a leader in the 
Chinese Women’s Association for 
National Liberation. And that, 
she says, means liberation from 
the Japanese. 
She gets so intense about the 
situation that she gets herself 
all twisted up in a chair when 
she starts talking about it. 
There are rich natural 
re­ 
sources in China which Japan 
wants, she says. Even before the 
present rumpus, Japan has pen­ 
etrated into five provinces in 
northern China. And unless Chi­ 
nese here as well as in their na­ 
tive country rouse 
themselves 
and unite, she says, their wealth­ 
iest provinces will slip through 
their fingers. 
That’s why Miss Tsei has got­ 
ten involved in riots and strikes. 
Leading a demonstration 
of 
students across Nanking road is 
likely to be a short-cut to jail. 
So far Miss Tsei has escaped 
bodily harm. But she’s tremen­ 
dously aroused over the arrest of 
six prominent professional wom­ 
en in China, who were all active 
in the Liberation association. 
And so she is going about the 
United States telling the Chinese 
—even those born in this coun­ 
try—what their fellow-country­ 
men are doing in China. She 
wants financial help, too. But 
she’s mainly interested in report­ 
ing that Japan has ‘been busy 
smuggling goods into China, buy­ 
ing factories in northern China 
where textiles are the principal 
industry, and exploiting Chinese 
labor. 
It isn’t hard, she says, to 
arouse Chinese women in the 
areas where Japanese factories 
are 
located. 
They’re 
already 
aroused, because they work long 
hours and receive paltry pay. 
They know what the Japanese 
have done to them. They have 
personal grievances. 
Students 
understand, 
too. 
They’ve been busy organizing 
classes among the more ignorant. 
How do they explain this com­ 
plicated 
Japanese 
continental 
policy to the uneducated? They 
do it symbolically, says Miss 
Tsei. Plays are effective. So are 
songs. The peasants can under­ 
stand them.

A screen had been remo v ed 
fro m the so u th o ffice windo w 
and the glass bro ken to p ro v ide 
entrance. 
A rev o lv er and so me cartridges 
had been sto len and it was later 
learned that this was the weap o n 
with which Also p had sho t him­ 
self at his ho me. 
Patro lman Lev i and Cliffo rd 
and Ho ward Stev ens also disco v ­ 
ered that Also p ’s sho tgu n, which 
he had kep t in a barn at the 
co mp any ’s .y ard, was missing.

(JP)—This 
co unty seat to wn o f 800 peo ple 
cradles a m illio n-do llar needle­ 
wo rk industry which caters to 
ro yalty, mo v ie stars and m illio n­ 
aires. It was fo unded 16 years 
ago by a wo man who can’t sew a 
stitch to this day. 
Mr. and Mrs. M. D. Beard, back 
in 1921, were po ndering what to 
d o with their wo o l. Beard ran a 
general sto re here and 
raised 
sheep o n the side. The current 
wo o l price was 10 o r 12 cents a 
po und; they didn’t w ant to sell 
fo r that. 
Mrs. Beard had an idea. “ I’ll 
get it made into so me co m fo rt­ 
ers,” she said. “ We need so m e.” 
“ Go o d.” said Beard. 
She did. 
“ Maybe I co uld sell so me o f 
them at a pro fit,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Beard. 
“ Go ahead and try,” no dded 
Beard. 
She went to New Yo rk. 
“ Can.’t yo u get them 
hand- 
stitched by so me wo men do wn 
there? ” suggested a department 
sto re buyer. “ We can get m a­ 
chine-m ade o nes at a hundred 
facto ries. Make so m ething dis­ 
tinctiv e.” 
Mrs. Beard came back to Hard­ 
insburg, hired three wo men to do 
the sewing and went into busi­ 
ness. 
Fo r two years she “ farmed o ut” 
her co mfo rters. Each week end 
ho usewiv es who did the wo rk de­ 
liv ered the finished pro duct to 
the Beard ho me, and the Beards 
packed and shipped it. 
Suddenly, 
the 
mushro o ming 
business 
was 
cro wding 
the 
Beards o ut o f their ho me. They 
built a studio in the back yard. 
Fiv e years later Beard so ld his 
sto re, bo ught the frame building 
where he had attended scho o l 
years befo re and went into the 
who lesale needle-wo rk business. 
Mrs. I&ard retained the back 
yard studio , o rganizing Eleano r 
Beard, Inc., and emplo ying his 
o wn perso nnel distinct fro m that 
o’f her husband. Her business is 
all retail; his is all who lesale, 
kno wn as Kentucky Co ttage In­ 
dustries, Inc. 
Mrs. Beard no w div ides her 
time between Hardinsburg and 
her main o ffice in Lo uisv ille. 
“ Mr. Beard sells to many sto res 
that co mpete 
with 
me,” 
Mrs. 
Beard laughingly ex plains, “ so I 
guess that makes us co mpetito rs. 
But the friendliest o f co m peti­ 
to rs, mind yo u.” 
Hundreds o f wo men in Breck­ 
inridge and three o r fo ur adja­ 
cent co unties wo rk fo r either Mr. 
o r Mrs. Bead. They take the m a­ 
terial into their ho mes and wo rk 
o n it when they are no t milking, 
washing o r iro ning. When it is 
ready they bring it back fo r the 
finishing to uches, which are ap­ 
plied in the studio o r the Indus­ 
tries’ facto ry. 
The friendly co mpetito rs bo th

punto ” (between the stitches'» , 
o riginated in Italy in the 15th 
century and little used in Amer­ 
ica. 
The design fo llo ws a do uble 
line. After it is stitched, it is 
“ stuffed,” giv ing the ex terio r an 
embo ssed appearance. 
“ Yo u kno w,” sighs Mrs. Beard, 
“ I wish I co uld do that. Surpris­ 
es so me peo ple, but I nev er hav e 
been able to pull a stitch.”
